Wire Wheel and Packard 


Bring Suit Against Ford 


EW YORK, June _ 19.—The 
Wire Wheel Corporation and 
the Packard Motor Car Company 


have filed suit against the Ford 
Motor Company. 
The suit against Ford has been 


filed in the Seventh District Court 
of Milwaukee before Judge Geiger, 
and alleges infringement of the 
Cowles patent in the wire wheels 
used by Ford on its Model A cars. 

Suit against the Budd Wheel 

Company has also been filed in 

Detroit, alleging infringement of 

the Cowles patent on a disc wheel. 

Recent decisions on the Cowles 

patent have held that it covers 

wheels demountable and inter- 
changeable at the hub. 

The companies ask that the court 
issue an injunction preventing the 
Ford Company from further use of 
the wheel and also asks that the 


Ford Company be 
an account of all 
it. The suit is 
Motor Company 
which maintains an 
there.

The complaint

Detroit, June 19.—The Ford 
tor Company today sent out a state- 
ment saying its plants in the United 
States number 36 instead of 26, as 
was given in a story issued by the 
company last Saturday in connec- 
tion with its twenty-fifth anniver- 
sary. 


A survey by the Department of 
Labor indicates that the automo- 
industry showed a marked 

upward trend and is now employ- 

ing greatly increased forces. 

A fairly satisfactory level of em- 
ployment was maintained in the 
iron and steel districts. Factory 
employment in the Detroit indus- 
trial district improved somewhat, 
partig ularly in the building, steel 
and automobile trades. All plants 
are operating and two large Detroit 
automobile factories are running 
with two shifts. 

Two automobile factories in Flint 
also are operating double shifts. A 
decided shortage of tool makers, 
machine tool assemblers, tool room 
workers and grinders was reported 
from Jackson and Saginaw. 

Demand for skilled and un- 
skilled labor increased in Ohio. 

The automobile industry in Cleve-

PACKARD SHUTS DOWN FOR 
VACATION AND INVENTORY 


Detroit, June 19.—As is customary 
ithe Packard plant has closed down 
for two weeks to enable employees 
to take vacations. Factory workers 
as well as office employees in the 
setvice of the company five years 
or more are given two weeks’ vaca- 
tion each year with pay, regardless 
of whether they are on regular sal- 
ary or time basis. Packard was 
one of the first in the automobile 
industry to give its factory work- 
ers an annual vacation without loss 


of pay. The practice has been in 
effect about ten years. 
During the shut-down inventory

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Cleveland Sales Hitting New High Marks 


No ieadication of 
Let-Up Is Seen; 


Ford Speeding Up

LEVELAND, June 19.— 

In the face of forthcom- 
ing announcements of new 
models by numerous manu- 
facturers, automobile sales 
records here hit new highs 


for the first half of June. 

No indication of the seasonal 
slump in sales, now several weeks 
overdue, has appeared and none is 
in prospect. If anything, sales will 
increase during the next few weeks, 
in the view of local distributors. 

And to top this remarkable 
record there is every indication 
that when the slump does come 
Ford production here will be well 
under way to offset any falling 
off in sales of other makes. The 
Ford Motor Company local 
branch is fast being made ready 
to start production here of 600 
cars daily. The announcement of 
the opening is expected the first 
of next week. 

A remarkable feature of the man- 
ner in which sales are holding up 
in face of expected announcement 
of new models is the record of the 
Ohio Buick Corporation, as revealed 
by J. V. Rowan, retail sales man- 
ager. Buick sales in this district 
are up 20 per cent. for June over 
the same period a year ago. In ad- 
dition to this, the Ohio Buick Com- 
pany, distributor, is selling 37 per 
cent. of the total sales for its dis- 
trict through its ornate new show 
room in its new building here. This 
compares to 20 per cent. a year ago, 
Rowan said. 

Another remarkable 
has been set up by F. J. Ackerman, 
zone manager for Olds Motor 
Works. Ackerman reported today 
that May sales were 470 per cent. 
up over May, 1927, for the district, 
‘and up 225 per cent. over the same 
period in Cuyahoga county, which 
includes the Cleveland district. 

Ackerman said plans are under 
way now for adding new dealers in 
the district as soon as proper sales 
quarters can be leased. Deliveries 
were reported improved over a month 
ago, when Ackerman was faced with 
a sizable backlog of orders. 

Cleveland Chevrolet dealers mar- 
keted 1,295 cars during May, a 21 
per cent. increase over May, 1927 
according to Arthur Haas, general 
manager ef Downtown Chevrolet 
Motors. Sales for the first ten 
days of June will run about 309 
cars, he said, about equal to the 
same period a year ago. Almost 
continual rains during the period 
foiled hopes of an increase. Haas 
also reported used car sales down 
below figures for a year ago, due 

to the same cause, 

The early June rains do not ap- 
pear to have affected sales of other 
manufacturers, as the R. J. Schmunk 
Company, Hudson-Essex distributors, 
the Willys-Overland zone office, and 
E. J. Arnstine Company, Studebaker 
distributors, all report good in- 
creases. 

Arnstine reported the last week- 
end the best this year, twenty-five 
sales being closed. His dealers, he 
said, despite the bad weather, are 
experiencing sales equal to last year

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America ‘Tigh tens Hold on Tire Markets Abroad 


Increasing Share 
Of Business Done 


In Foreign Fields 


Beecial from A. 
ASHINGTON, June 19.—De- 
spite keen competition, fre- 

quent cutting of price agreements 

and the granting of secret rebates 
by foreign made tire manufactur- 
ers, tires exported from the United 

States are holding and increasing 

their share of the international 

trade. 


The average annual increase in 
the total shipments by all manu- 
facturers, both American and for- 
eign, has been about 1,000,000 yeariy 
from 1921 to 1927. 

The United States’ share of this 
trade in 1927, amounting to 32 per 
cent., was larger than for any year 
back to 1922, and exports last year 
increased 70 per cent. over 1926. 

Canadian exports in 1927 in- 
creased 46 per cent., and French 
and Italian shipments gained slight- 
ly, although not enough to prevent 
the United States attaining first 
position in volume of exports for the 
first time since 1922. 

Exports from the United King- 
dom and Germany declined in 
1927, the decline in British ex- 
ports being partially the result of 
the unusually heavy home demand 
for British-made tires caused by 
imposition of the McKenna duties, 
it was explained today by the rub- 
ber division of the Department of 
Commerce. 

Belgian exports showed a pro- 
nounced increase in 1927, but even 
then accounted for little over 3 per 
cent. of the international shipments. 

The rubber division of the de- 
partment has just completed a con- 
fidential report for American manu-

facturers of trade conditions 
throughout the world, covering a 
mass of statistics and describing 


conditions in ninety-nine different | 


markets. 

It was explained that the informa- 
tion is intended for the confidential 
use of firms which are American- 
owned or controlled abroad, 

Prices of the dominant competi- 
tive makes in each market are usu- 
ally met by the other principal 
makes. Price agreements between 
principal competitors are common, 
but some of the markets have been 
disorganized by price cutting. and 
more frequently by the granting of 
secret rebates. 

Dealer profits in some of The 
markets have been limited to the 
annual rebate on sales granted by 
the manufacturer. Tire dealers’ as- 
sociations have been establishe2 in 
a large number of countries. 

The two largest competitors of 
American tires in foreign lands 
are Dunlop and Michelin. Dunlop 
maintains subsidiary factories in 
the United Kingdom, United 
States, Canada, France, Ger- 
many, Japan and Australia, while 
last year the relationship between 
Australian and British Dunlops 
was considerably strengthened. 

Michelin factories now exist in 

France, Italy. the United States and 
United Kingdom, the British sub- 
sidiary having been established last 
year. 

Michelin, Dunlop and American 
makes dominate the world’s tire 
sales. Michelin is probably the most 
important single tire exporter, about 
half of its sales being for export. | 
British Dunlop, with its highly de- 
veloped foreign factory organiza- 
tion and British Empire tariff ad- 
vantages, is hardly less important.

bined. The majority felt inclined 
toward believing it more fair to 
quote for labor alone, though agree- 
ing whenever possible it were best 
to give the customer an exact as 
possible estimate of what he would 
be required to pay. 

On the question of whether prices 
for service work should be uniform 
in every locality, the majority of 
the forum members was not in favor 
of trying to have the same service 
rate everywhere. 

“Specialization in maintenance,” 
was the subject of a paper in the 
afternoon by F. A. O’Berhue. sales 


manager of the United Motor Serv- | 


ice, Inc. In the discussion it was 
urged that dealers should not try to 
do work for which they were not 
properly equipped. The dealer, how- 
ever, should take in hand the mat- 
ter of finding out just what service 
was needed and what. would be low- 
est possible cost for it. 

During discussion of the paper, 
“Profitable Use of Shop Equipment,” 
read by L. Z. McKee of Weaver 
Manufacturing Company, the dele- 
gates emphasized that dealers should 
give more attention to what is 
known as maintenance service, 
pointing out it was to the mutual 
advantage of all concerned for the 
dealer to see that his customers kept 
their cars at top notch by regular 
lubrication and inspection rather 
than for the dealer to emphasize 
emergency service. 

“Packing of Parts for Dealer 
Shipments” was dealt with by 
Charles J. Zusi, chief engineer, Con- 
tainer Testing Laboratories. The 
paper stressed the possibilities for 
economies in a number of directions. 
Motor parts should be packed so as 
to avoid waste in packing materials, 
such as would be attained by prop- 
erly designed boxes. 
portant points were the salvage of 
packing materials for re-use, and 
providing against losses because of 
injuries of parts shipped, thus re- 
quiring replacements.
